Smith was bom at the Old Cottage 
Hospital on Queen St., has lived In 
NOTL all his life and is not much of 
a traveller. 

"These photos are all about the 
town where I grew up. It's easy for 
me to talk about them. I remember 
the people and the times. They've 
become a big part of me.” 

In the past year alone Smith, 69, 
has supplied photos for three books 
in the works, and in recent years for 
another three already published, he 

It’s Smith’s ability to talk about 
the people and places in the photos, 
from the 1940s to the present, that 
sets him apart, says Michael Howe 
of the Niagara Foundation. 

"His role has been fairly unique 
in heritage. He is a chronicler of the 
history of NOTL, with the amazing 
collection of photos he's amassed, 
and he puts them out there in the 
arena for people to share. He’s an 
understated, shy guy, but he loves to 
talk about the town. And when he 
talks about bygone days, it’s with a 
tone of nostalgia, because he lived 
it. When he shows you a photo of 
people lying on the beach, he was 
there, he laid on the beach. He dove 
into the water. He was at the dock, 
he walked the streets. If there are 
five guys in a photograph, he knows 
who they are. He has stories about 
them all, who they were, who their 
parents and their grandparents 


were. And he has a keen interest in 
getting it right." 

Smith's coUection has created a 
“cultural legacy,” says Howe. 

"We are delighted to recognize 
Jim and honour him as a Living 
Landmark in our community." 

During the evening at Navy Hall, 
a selection of Smith’s photographs 
will rotate on a projector, and he 
will take a few minutes to speak 
about a small number of his favou¬ 
rites. 

Cultural landscape specialist Lisa 
Prosper, a faculty member of the 
Willowbank School of Restoration 
Arts, will also participate in the eve¬ 
ning. 

She will provide some important 
insights into the cultural landscape 
approach to heritage conservation 
and how it can help to bridge the 
gap between heritage conservation 
and contemporary design and 
development. 

Prosper has also spoken on cul¬ 
tural landscapes at the UNESCO 
World Heritage Youth Forum, the 
World Bank, die US National Trust 
for Historic Preservation, the George 
Wright Forum, and the National 
Historic Sites Alliance for Ontario.

Something needs to be 
done to improve traffic 
flow through Virgil. 

The Region is looking at 
solutions, and held its first 
public meeting Tuesday to 
lay out the possibilities, 
which include widening 
Niagara Stone Rd., adding 
a third turning lane, a cen¬ 
tre median, or a round¬ 


about replacing traffic 
lights at East and West 
Line. 

A decade ago the Town 
completed a study of trans¬ 
portation that called for 
improvements through 
Virgil, and the Region is 
now studying the section 
from Four Mile Creek Rd. 
to the intersection at East 
and West Line. Tuesday’s 
meeting was an opportu¬ 
nity to hear comments 
from the public, says proj¬ 
ect manager Michael 
Wilson. 

One of the problems he 
heard from residents is the 
impact of traffic conges¬ 
tion.

Maxine and Mark Wright 
have lived on Niagara Stone 
Rd. Just south of East and 
West Line for 27 years. They 
have a beautiful home, a 
much-awarded front garden, 
and great difficulty getting 
out their driveway some 
days, especially when turn¬ 
ing left. 

And while they under¬ 
stand steady traffic into town 
is good for business, they’d 
welcome anything the region 
can do to help alleviate the 
congestion that makes it dif¬ 
ficult for them to leave their 
home some days. 

“We accept that tourism 
is necessary for the town,” 
says Mark. “But something 
needs to be done.” 

Wilson offers two possible 
solutions to their problem: a 
middle turning lane, which 
means if you’re turning left 
from either side of the street, 
you would just have to cross 
one lane of traffic, and then 
ease into the far lane when 
the way is clear; and a round¬ 
about at the intersection at 
East and West Line, similar 
to the one already approved 


for Concession 6 and Niagara 
Stone Rd., which would help 
by keeping traffic running 
smoothly, and avoiding 
back-ups. That would offer 
more opportunities for turn¬ 
ing onto Niagara Stone Rd. 
in either direction, he says. 

A roundabout would also 
solve another problem—that 
of aging traffic signal con¬ 
trols at East and West Line, 
which are due to be replaced, 
he said. 

There comes a time, after 
20 to 25 years, when expen¬ 
sive repairs are likely to be 
needed to traffic controls, he 
explained, and the region 
has a policy of replacing 
them before they get to that 

The Region also has a 
policy of including bike 
lanes wherever possible 
when improving roads, or 
when there isn’t enough 
room for a full bike lane, 
widening the road to give 
more room to cyclists and 
adding signs that indicate 
the road is shared, says 
Wilson. 

Whatever solutions are 
chosen for Niagara Stone 
Rd., conditions will definite¬ 


ly be better for cyclists, he 

An aerial photograph on 
display at the meeting indi¬ 
cated that if the road is to be 
widened, some businesses 
which are encroaching on 
the road allowance would be 
impacted. 

That is a factor to consid¬ 
er, said Wilson. 

How much of a factor 
would depend on the degree 
of impact, he explained. 

If an alternative seems 
like the best solution and 
turns out to be an issue for 
just one business, the Region 
would likely work with that 
business. 

But “if it’s going to greatly 
impact 50% of the business¬ 
es, then we might have to 
ask ourselves, for what gain? 
Is it worth it?" 

Residents were also asked 
to supply written comments 
and suggestions. 

By the time of the next 
public meeting, early in 
2014, a preferred solution 
will be available and design 
concepts open to discussion, 
with an environmental study 
report on solution impacts 
expected by spring 2014.

Speak up 
about schools 

On Oct 161 attended a 
meeting of the Arc commit¬ 
tee currendy reviewing 
options for the future of 
Parliament Oak and 
Crossroads schools. 

The meeting was designed 
to give the public the oppor¬ 
tunity to see the work of the 
planning committee of the 
District School Board of 
Niagara which is assessing 
the current capacity and 
facilities of both properties 
and the only opportunity 
parents will be given to ask 
direct questions of the plan¬ 
ners, school board members, 
trustees and local politicians 
about the rationale for, and 
impact of, any decisions 

I was greatly dismayed, 
but not surprised to count 
only she parents of Parliament 
Oak children in attendance at 
the meeting and fewer 
Crossroads parents - but I 
understand why. 

I was reluctant myself to 
attend the meeting as I too 
have felt worn down by the 
persistent efforts of the board 

Oak a reality. Once again 
they are driving parents into 
the accommodation review 
with excuses of dwindling 
attendance, crumbling build¬ 
ings and the need for fiscal 
efficiencies m the system. Be 
of no doubt that their tenaci¬ 
ty is driven primarily by their 
mulnmilhon dollar debt load. 

Who is thinking of the 
welfare of the children who 
are healthy, happy and 


receiving an excellent educa¬ 
tion at Parliament Oak as the 
recent provincial testing 
results have confirmed? 

The general consensus 
from parents I have spoken to 
is that they feel the end is in 
sight, the battle and the war 
is lost - they are defeated, 
exhausted and dismayed - 
they are on the verge of 
defeat and do not know what 
else to do. 

What, I wonder, is the 
example we are setting to our 
children? That we sit on our 
hands - we don't attend 
meetings, we don't write to 
our local newspapers and 
MPPs. Do we simply give up 
when the going gets tough? 

And what of die parents at 
Crossroads? How do they feel 
about assimilating 130 more 
children into a building that 
was not designed to accom¬ 
modate that many? It's their 
children that will see class 
size grow to the maximum, 
their children and grandchil¬ 
dren who won't get as much 
time and attention from fraz¬ 
zled teachers as before. 
Where is their voice? 

Alternatively, the board 
suggests that portables can 
be purchased - at $20k each, 
or a new extension built by 
2016 to accommodate the 
excess students. Where will 
the money come from to 
support either option? Can 
that come from the provincial 
government who is already 
wrestling with deficit financ¬ 
ing? Can it come from raising 
taxes? Can it come from sell¬ 
ing existing school buildings 
- even those of such historic 
value as Parliament Oak? 

And what of us, the resi¬ 
dents of NOTL, where is our 
voice? Are we silent on the 


questions raised about the 
closing of Parliament Oak 
and the economic impact to 
the town of losing a school? 

We may be the pretdest 
town in Canada but we are 
obviously changing as a com¬ 
munity. Our hospital is no 
longer fully functioning, the 
high school is closed and 
nowwhat of Parliament Oak? 
We have often heard that our 
children are our future and 
children are our greatest 
asset Do we really believe it? 

Our six-year-old daughter 
is in Grade 2 - all she knows 
is she loves her school, she 
loves her teachers, she loves 
her principal and her 
Panthers. "Just tell them to 
leave us alone" are her words. 

She has no voice, she's 
just the child who will be 
touched by the change - so I 
will be her voice; that's what I 

So, what will you do - 
whether you are a parent of 
Parliament Oak or 
Crossroads, a business per¬ 
son, a politician or a member 
of this community? 

Raise your voice. Write, 
call, email, tweet or aftend a 
meeting. Will we now stand 
beside our children and 
grandchildren?

It was just the second 
annual health fair, but it 
was bigger and better 
than last year and will 


continue to grow, says 
organizer Maria Bau- 
Coote. 

The executive director 
of the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Family Health Team 
was delighted with the 
turn-out at the commu¬ 
nity centre Thursday, and 
the number of partici¬ 
pants there to promote 
their health care services 
to the public. 

A steady stream of 
people—about 250, says 
Bau-Coote—made their 
way through the commu¬ 


nity centre auditorium to 
speak to about 35 service 
providers about their ser¬ 
vices, some of which 
could be life-saving, such 
as information about 
securing child car seats. 

Diana Randall is the 
car seat safety co-ordina- 
tor for St. John 
Ambulance. 

She and a group of 
trained volunteers are 
available to install car 
seats correctly and to 
educate parents to ensure 
the seats are used cor¬ 
rectly each time the child 
travels in the car. 

She organizes weekly 
safety clinics at the St. 
John office in St. 
Catharines, and says the 
vast majority of families 
who arrive for help have 
car seats that are not cor¬ 
rectly installed—either 
the seat itself is too loose 
in the car or the restraints 
are too loose for the child, 
she says, and sometimes 
both. 


“Some of them are 
almost there, but not 
quite. And it’s so impor¬ 
tant that they be tight 
enough.” 

It’s an even larger 
problem at this time of 
year, as the weather gets 
colder and children are 
bundled up in snow suits 
or thicker jackets. 

Parents tend to loosen 
car seat restraints to allow 
for the clothing, but that’s 
a big mistake, says 
Randall—the straps need 
to be snug to the child, 
not the clothing, with just 
enough room for one fin¬ 
ger to fit between the har¬ 
ness and the child’s col¬ 
larbone. 

Installing car seats is 
not easy—it takes two 
trained technicians about 
half and hour, working 
together, to make sure 
they’re in properly, she 

And statistics show 
infants and children who 
are correctly restrained in 


a properly installed car 
seat have a 70% greater 
chance of surviving a col- 

There is no charge for 


the service, but donations 
are welcome—call St.

It’s great exposure for 
KidSport, which adjudi¬ 
cates and distributes the 
funds generated by sev¬ 
eral Hyundai initiatives 
undertaken locally. 

“You walk into a deal¬ 
ership, and you see our 
logo. It's on their national 
TV ads,” says Hartwick. 
"This is a big deal for us 
to have our logo splashed 
everywhere. The more 
people know about us the 
more we can help.” 

In 2012, KidSport 


Niagara gave 26 kids $500 
each to play hockey, with 
half of that coming from 
Hyundai. 

KidSport also has a 
partnership with the Jays 
Care Foundation, the 
charitable arm of the 
Toronto Blue Jays. 

The foundation gives 
money to many different 
charities, but also tries to 
create opportunities for 
kids to play baseball, and 
covers 100% of the grants 
given to Niagara kids who 
applied for help with that 
sport, says Hartwick. 


Hockey and soccer are 
the sports kids most com¬ 
monly seek help with, but 
there is a list of 35 sports 
that can be subsidized, 
including swimming, 
cheerleading, sailing, 
canoeing and golf. 

High school sports also 
qualify for financial sup¬ 
port—often there is a cost 
for equipment or travel. 

There is a growing 
number of organizations, 
such as Community Care 
in Smithville and Gillian’s 
Place in St. Catharines, 
which send clients to 


KidSport, but Hartwick 
says he'd be happy to have 
more referrals from the 
agencies who are already 
working with those in 

He and Crickmore are 
active people themselves 
who each raised kids to 
be active and involved in 
sports, registering them, 
buying the necessary 
equipment and driving 
them to practices and 
games. 

"Being involved in 
sports can keep kids off 
the streets, and take them 


away from the computer 
and TV," said Hartwick. 

"It’s a great way for 
kids to learn sportsman¬ 
ship, to learn how to 
share, how to be part of a 
team, get along with oth¬ 
ers, how to win and lose 
gracefully. And if there 
isn't a dad around, the 
coach can be a role 
model,” says Crickmore. 

"It’s hard for families 
when financial barriers 
prevent their kids from 
doing these things.”

It's fun and easy for all 
ages, but requires a bit of 
practice to co-ordinate 
the poles with leg move- 

Manion is a volunteer 
who is so committed to 
the sport that he gives two 
to three free workshops a 
week, organized through 
the regional public health 
department. 

The retired 63-year-old 
was at the community 
centre in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Thursday for the 
NOTL Family Health 
Team health fair. While 
demonstrating nordic 
pole walking, his enthusi¬ 
asm is catching, and he 


quickly gathers a crowd 
and then heads outdoors 
with them for a brisk walk 
around the building to 
illustrate proper tech¬ 
nique and give people a 
chance to discover the 
benefits for themselves. 

"You burn 20 to 60% 
more calories walking 
with nordic poles," he 
says, “20% if you just 
swing your arms, and up 
to 60% of you push, lift 
and propel your body as 
you walk.” 

How much of a work¬ 
out you get depends on 
how much pressure you 
put on your arms and 
upper body, he says. 

As you walk, he adds, 
you’re taking weight off 


your legs and distributing 
it more evenly across your 
upper body, getting a 
much better workout and 
using 90% of your mus- 

"It's a fantastic cardio 
workout. You don't just 
take oxygen into your leg 
muscles, you take it into 
your upper body, heart, 
lungs—all your organs." 

Manion doesn’t sell 
the poles, and he doesn't 
get paid for his work¬ 
shops, although he has 
done more than 200 of 
them across the region. 

“My goal is to make 
everybody in Niagara 
healthier than everyone 
else in Ontario,” he says. 

He prefers a particular 


brand of pole that sells 
for about $100. They 
adjust for height, and the 
foot of the pole can be 
removed to uncover a 
carbide tip for walking on 
icy surfaces. 

And although they can 
be used for hiking—Man- 
ion walks with them regu¬ 
larly on the Bruce Trail, 
and says they help with

It’s a grape time of year 
at Henry of Pelham Estate 
Winery. 

As the west St. 
Catharines winery wraps 
up harvesting approxi¬ 
mately 155 acres of vinifera 
grapes, president Paul 
Speck reports record 
yields. 

“We're bringing in the 
last of the Cabernet Franc, 
Cabernet Sauvignon and 
Merlot and it’s looking very 
good,” Speck said. 
“Quantities are up, it's hard 
to tell exactly, but at least 
15%, maybe more.” 

Speck said the final tally 
is expected to be 1,400 
tonnes of grapes harvested 
this fall, with another 80 
tonnes to be taken off the 
vines to make icewine 
when a deep-freeze sets 

“I think it’s going to be a 
record harvest,” he said, 
adding the quality of the 
grapes harvested is “very 


A wet fall has resulted in 
“a tricky harvest,” Speck 
said. "It’s made it very dif¬ 
ficult for us to get in and 
out of the vineyards.” 

The amount of rain 
caused some grapes to rot 
on the vine, meaning those 
grapes had to be cut out 
prior to the mechanized 
harvest, he said. 

Grape Growers of 
Ontario chief executive 
officerDebbieZimmerman 
said the harvest at Henry 
of Pelham is reflective of 
other Niagara vineyards. 

"It’s an interesting year,” 
she said, adding that rain 
increased the size of 
grapes. It’s been "challeng¬ 
ing from the sense that 
we've had a cool, wet peri¬ 
od, and we needed more 

Zimmerman said the 
wet weather has set the 
harvest back approximate¬ 
ly two weeks. 

“It’s another good har¬ 
vest ... and it’s promising 
in terms of the quality of 
grapes,” she said. 

However, a shortage of 
hot days this summer will 
result in the grapes not 
matching the quality of 
those harvested in 2012, 
Zimmerman said. 

“Last year was stellar. 


All the moons aligned, as 
they say. Last year just had 
rain at the right time, long 
dry days, beautiful sun and 
then the harvest was won¬ 
derful as well," said 



"The funny thing about 
this year for our juice 
grapes, is the sweetness of 
our grapes is higher than 
the U.S. grapes,” she said, 
noting the bulk of Ontario 
juice grapes are sold to 
Welch’s in the U.S. 

"Our grapes are actually 
in demand, juice-grape- 
wise, this year because of 
the sweetness."

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Death, dying and bereavement should be everybody’s concern

Death, dying and loss is 
everyone’s business, a 
leading expert in palliative 
care says. 

If it were up to Dr. Allan 
Kellehear, people would 
discuss it in schools, in res¬ 
taurants and over the 
newspaper, like other 
health specialities. It 
wouldn’t just be a topic at 
the end of one’s life. 

“End of life care is every¬ 
body’s business,” he said. 
“You have a responsibility 
in palliative care and 
bereavement care.” 

Kellehear, a professor of 
community health at 
Middlesex University in 


London, UK and author of 
several books on end-of- 
life care, was speaking at 
the Niagara Health System 
St. Catharines site Monday 
night about becoming a 
compassionate communi¬ 
ty- 

He said communities 
should understand there’s 
a role everyone can play in 
end of life care, including 
chambers of commerce, 
chinches and schools. 

Palliative care isn't talk¬ 
ed about, in the way sex or 
depression wasn’t talked 
about years ago, he said. 
But in death, dying and 
loss, people should feel 
safe, not surprised, so 
health and death educa¬ 
tion is needed. 

The despair, anxiety and 


loneliness people with life- 
threatening illnesses or 
their relatives feel is open 
to prevention or reduction, 
he said. 

Kellehear shared stories 
of some communities with 
grassroots projects that 
have had remarkable 

One nursing home in 
Ireland opened a bar on 
the side of its building. 
People came for the beer, 
but the residents felt they 
were part of the commu¬ 
nity and life expectancy 
doubled. 

In an institution in 
Japan, people with demen¬ 
tia discuss what they want 
to eat for dinner, go out to 
buy the food and then cook 
it. The people have a say in

"It’s about engaging our 
communities and building 
community capacity,” she 

Giesbrecht said Niagara 
is at a good starting point, 
looking at how to engage 
and build key steps. 


Diane Reid, palliative 
care consultant for Niagara, 
said the idea of normaliz¬ 
ing death, dying and loss 
and making the invisible 
visible is something that 
struck her. 

"They are part of their 
own care and their own 
life,” she said. 

“Having a community 
that comes and embraces 
these people, that’s a com¬ 
munity I want to live in.”

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What doctor thinks you should know about hits to the head 


> There are 
hazards 
associated 
with mild 
head trauma 


Who doesn’t remember 
Sidney Crosby’s head con¬ 


cussion that kept him out 
of hockey for months? 

But how many know 
about the hazards of mild 
traumatic brain injury 
(TBI)? A report from Johns 
Hopkins University says it 
doesn't always take a hock¬ 
ey blow to trigger a brain 
concussion. 


The skull normally pro¬ 
vides protection against 
brain injury. But there’s a 
limit to this protection and 
at times just a bump or a 
jolt to the head can cause 
severe damage to brain 
nerve cells, called neurons. 
TBIs can be mild, moder¬ 
ate or severe depending on 


the degree of injury. It’s 
estimated that 1.7 million 
occur each year in the U.S. 
and 75 percent are mild 
concussions. 

But there's a disturbing 
trend. The number of cases 
of TBIs in older people is 
increasing each year. For 
instance, according to a 


report from the Centers for 
Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDCj, in a 
recent four year period 
there was a 46% increase in 
emergency hospital visits 
and a 34% increase in hos¬ 
pitalizations among those 
65 and older for TBIs.
